Cattle Eat Dynamite And Die. 

(Lebanon Enterprise.) 

As the result of a very unusual acci¬ 
dent, Mr. M. C. Graham last Saturday 
lost four cows, and only after much 
hard work were three other head saved 
from death. There is a rock quarry oh 
Mr. Graham’s farm, about three and 
a half miles east of this city, which is 
being operated by Mr. T. M. Estes. 
Friday at noon the several negroes who 
had been at work during the morning 
at the quarry came to Lebanon to be 
present at the Bradley speaking in the 
afternoon, and did not return to work 
until the following morning. During 
the afternoon while the workmen were 
away the cattle got hold of a box con¬ 
taining dynamite that had been left ex¬ 
posed, and ate a quantfty of iL Soon 
afterwards they, became sick and the 
following morning four of them died. 
Three other head that ate the explosive 
were seriously sick, but were saved. 
As quickly as they recovered they went 
straight to the quarry, evidently 
search of more of the dynamite which 
had made them so deathly sick. Mr.

•‘The Bulwtance mo.tt frequently 
used to preserve milk." said Dr Cross, 
."Is formaldehyde. This is a dangerous 
poison and even when used only In 
minute quantities will injure the 
health of Infants Its presence In milk 
may be detected by the following 
means; 

"Fill a wineglass or other small glass 
receiitacle half full of •,!:'» ivllk to lie 
tested Pour upon this a ^all quan¬ 
tity of sulphuric acid-u it rhi chem¬ 
ically pure acid, but the grade known 
as •commercial.’ • This acid may be 
flua'.el upon the milk wKboiit tbelr 
r.-.lxliig by slightly Incliiiiiig the glass 
and adding the acid gently 

"Then hold the glass of milk and ] 
acid to the light. If where the two 
fluids come In contact there is a violet’ 
line, formaldehyde Is undoubte«lty pres 
ent. If the i-ontai-l line Is dark, brown 
or black. It Is safe to concjiyle that the 
uillk Is free from the preservative."

The refeding 
wn\T'lande<l h|er on the beach instead 
of iu^he deep water of the harbor, and 
it cost our government $100,000 to float 
her again.

PVrii. in ISOS, when a huge tidal wave 
swept Inland and flooded the whole 
city The wave carried the sloop sev¬ 
eral miles Inland and Anally landcul her 
in the midst of a-tropical forest.

As the Saratoga carried 
only eighteen guns and the Intrepid 
was a seveuty-fonr gun ship. Captain 
Young cousidered It safer to run away. 
The enemy did not chase her far. but 
returnerl to protect and recapture the 
British prizes. The Saratoga sailed 
away in the very teeth of a storm. amL 
she was uever heard from again.

l^ashingtpn, Nov. 4. i- ‘fin .twenty | 
years the timber supplyi in the United 
States, on Government! reserves and 
private holdings, at the i^resefit rate of 
cutting, will be exhausted.” 

This announcement was made to-day 
by Gifford Pinchot. the Government 
forestier, who has just returned from a 
aix-montha’ inspection tnp on which 
be traveled 10,000 miles. 

In sounding his warnlrig Mr. Pinchot 
urged that the danger of the situation 
should not be underestimated. He said 
that the United States Uses more tim¬ 
ber per capita than any jother country 
and that every man, woman and child 
would be affected. He decried the pol¬ 
icy of diseftnting the future of the [ 
country by fa^ure to protect the nat¬ 
ural resources and he advises everyone 
who has not already done so, to read 
President Roosevelt’s speech at Mem -1 
phis on this general subject. 

About one-fifth of the forest area of j 
the country is in Goveminent reserves, i 
but Mr. Pinchot called atkention to the j 
fact that as privately owned timber 
; lands are better than thk Government' 
general nil*, the Govern-!

TERMS OF SUBSCRIPTION. 


How Th«y Can Be Treated at Home by 
Simple Methods. 

Sprains are by no means to be re¬ 
garded lightly The medk-al profession 
considers a severe sprain to worse 
than a broken bone, for the bone ma¬ 
terial will grow together more readily 
than a sprained ankle wfl! regain Ita 
normal usefulness The ligaments 
have been severely twisted and stretch¬ 
ed In s sprain, and It is hard to reach 
them for treatment. 

•The best and most soothing treat¬ 
ment has "proved to be hot water. If 
pcHi^ible place the injured joint In wa¬ 
ter as hot as can be borne and k.'ep lt 
hot by adding hot water to it coutiuu- 
s!!y. 'sa.vs the London Mall. Then 
wrap it In cotton wool and bandage it 
firml.v so as |o prevent any movement 
of the Joint ffhr rest is one of the es¬ 
sentials in the-treatment of sprains, so 
as to give the stretched ligaments a 
chance to get back to their normal con¬ 
dition. To 'i^cure perfect rest to s 
sprained ankle or Wrist it is necessary 
I to put stiff splints round it 

If the regular splints are not avail¬ 
able. use anything, ;jke stiff cardlajurtL 
or break up a ^ifr box into narrow 
strips aiMut nn^K^h wide, place t.'iese 
, over all the < oti^' bandaging after the 
‘Joint has been In hot water for about 
an hour, bind them firmly with a mus¬ 
lin bandage and leave them so Indefi¬ 
nitely , 

It fakes ^veral weeks, sometime* as 
many os six weeks, for a sprain to re¬ 
cover. It Is to have the Joint ele- 
vateil. If It is an ankle that Is injured, 
the (tersou ^bould have that foot ou a 
I stool when sitting and use crutches 
when walking, for unless a sprain 
heals properly at first there will al¬ 
ways he more orjless trouble with It. 

A dislocation -lemands Immediate nt- 
teijjlon. as the joint dislocated should 
be replaced Immetllnfeiy into Its sock¬ 
et before the lubricating fluid, which is 
In'ail joints, becomes dry and the liga¬ 
ments themselves stretched beyond 
their usual distance. .Most dislocations 
' are liessl left until medical aid can b^ 
j obfJili;e«l.''lf this Is possible, but cool 
ciortis should be placed on the part "to 
prevent its becoming feverish. Have a 
basin of cold water near, with several 
cloths in it. Wring thd water out 
quickly so that It will not drip and 
apply first one then another cloth to 
the dislocation. 

In' nil accidents try to maintain cool¬ 
ness. ke»‘p up-the courage of the pa¬ 
tient and do not show too much sym¬ 
pathy, ns It Unnerves the sufferer aud 
makes him think is worse than It is. 
By keeping a cool head you can do 
more than if you go info hysterics or 
weep or stand up and wring your 
hands In a helpless way. and by doing 
tbeae foolish things you will Incvlubly 
make matters worse.

Who has ever emerged from a china 
shop without a fiHling of otter he- 
wlldernientV Of all those liundrtHls of 
patterns and designs could one he 
ehosen that would prove sfftisfyiug 
through many years of servlee? For- 
tuiiaiely tastes have changed duiiug 
the past few yrars. and we are no 
•longer tlwl dowu to one grreat dinner 
8«‘t of a hundred or more pieces, l»ul 
we may have several sets for the dif¬ 
ferent courses of lunch or dluiier, says 
the Philadelphia North American 
These may he very simple or verj 
elaborate, as the taste and pufse al- 
lovv. hilt they should Is* chosen with 
great care and u due regard to their 
appruprigteuess to one's other I'urulsh- 
lug-s. 

A dinner set osnally eonsists of from 
100 to loti pieces. The covere*! dishes 
have attractive designs. The simpler 
one would stand the test of time liest. 
All large liouses carry a uubiher of 
stock {intterns. so that one may ac¬ 
quire a dor.eii lireakfast plates.at one 
time, a half dorani coffee cui>s aud sau- 
■ ■ers at another time, aud so ou, until 
he bus a eouqilete set or as many 
piecM as are needed in the family.’ 

Such stock patterns are by no in^ans 
(‘•ntiued to the cheaper grades of chiiia, 
hut many of the liesi potteries Itgliig 
out most desirable sets both in qmflity 
aud lieauty of design. Well known 
sets of this kind are the union 'pat¬ 
tern, which is made in tieruiany at 
tlie Dresden and Itoynl . Meissen pot¬ 
teries and which has also hetm imi¬ 
tated in England. Its blue aud white 
Is very restful to the eye aud upiteals 
to one the same way as do the old 
wlllowware and the Canton blues. 

In hn.ving' china several isrtftts 
should 1 h* kept well lu mind. It ,1s 
cheaper In the end to liny a gis>d qual¬ 
ity. By tills Is not meant elaborate 
patterns. The sim|>lor colors are the 
•letter, (hild l.s e.vpenslve. and pieces 
on which gold la used will cost accord¬ 
ingly. Where stencils are used com¬ 
paratively little brush Work Is neces- 
sar.v. aud, of course, all extra hand 
work must tend to increase the price. 
The llhest hrusb work, known as stip¬ 
ple work, re<iulres a skilled man. It 
follows that if a piece of china has 
only haml work It must prove very ex 
pensive. Thus the price of a single 
cup and saucer may run up to $30 
or $40. 

Always choose china which has a 
name ou the Isittom of the piece or ^ 
a mar^of the jiottcry. It Is Impossible 
in a short article to give these marks. i 
Ihsiks are tilled with them, and their j 
siudy Is one of great interest. It 
slionid. also lie rcmemliered that the 
lasting qualities of rhina are not nec¬ 
essarily determined.! by Its thickness 
or weight. 

If yon can liegln your collection with 
only a few jiieces, lie sure that they 
are reiireseiiiative examides of the pot¬ 
teries whose-names they liCar.

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How to Presorvo Eggt For Winter. 

There are mauy wn.v.s of preserving 
egiw. water glans Iwiiig uow very 
largely used for the purjxise. Tlie fol¬ 
lowing. however. Is a verj' satisfactory 
method of doing so: Take tbe eggs 
when rtewly laid and place them with 
the small end downward exactly per¬ 
pendicular In a Isiard perforated with 
holes for th<> piihpose. It shpuld l>e, say, 
two feet by one foot six Inches and 
have tbe legs fire Inches long, says 
Woman's IJfe. This will enable them 
to he piled one U|m>ii another to 
un.v extent as they are filled. Eggs 
thus put in fresh truin the nests in 
August and September will keep till 
winter as gixid us fresh ones not only 
for ctmking. hut eating. If you desire 
to t>e certaiu that your eggs are good 
and fresh put them In water. If the 
butts tdfu up they are not fresh. This 
Is an Infallible rule for testing eggs.
